SHANGHAI, Dec. IS.—The riot is sup- 


pressed. Twenty Chincsu rowdies were 
killed and a few Europeans were wound- 
ed. Otherwise the damage done was 
slight. 


LO.N'DOX, Dec. IS.—A dispatch to the 


Evening Standard from Shanghai says: 


'•During the rioting carriages mid mo- 


tor curs were smashed. Mobs are loot- 
ing in several parts of the city. .There 
arc sounds of sharp firing in the neigh- 
borhood of tho town hall and on thu 
Shanking road which bisects the central 
district of the foreign settlement," 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 18—The state 


department information of these events 
was contained in several dispatches from 
Shanghai, the last of which \vas received 
about 3 o'clock this rooming from Con- 
sul Gonerud Rogers. It is gathered that 
the causes for the riot were tho imti- 
American boycott and :i general feeling 
of hostility against foreigners, such as 
preceded the boxer uprising in 1000. 
Mr. Rogers' statement was that all busi- 
ness was suspended among the Chinese; 
that as an incident to the general strike 
a number of foreigners.had been assault- 
ed. Volunteers had been called out, pre- 
sumably from the people of the foreign 
settlements, whoie efforts nt maintain- 
ing order were seconded by English mn- 
rines. The warships in the harbor wore 
elcurod for action. At tho hour of send- 
ing the first dispatch, probably some time 
last night, two Chinese hnd been killed 
in the riots, nnd the American consul 
general had telegraphed for help from 
American navul vessels. 


EUROPEANS KILLED. 


A Inter dispatch from the same source 


reported the continuance of the riotous 
condition, adding that the police stations 
hnd been burned nnd a number of people 
killed, probably thirty, including some 
foreigners. No Americans, however, had 
been harmed up to that moment and the 
streets were being guarded by the vol- 
unteers and the naval forces. Mr, Rog- 
ers' lust word was that he expected the 
AmcricM: cuiser Bnltimorc, which was 
yesterday at Chinkinng, about a day's 
run from Slmuglmi, to rcnch the latter 
placo tonight.

Coincident 'with the Shanghai riots, 


the' Yokohama specie bank quickly plac- 
ed a large amount of money in the local 
market for the benefit of the Chinese. 


Charles H. Lee, referee, this morning 


handed down an opinion in the case of

The plaintiff alleged that the defend-

"The charge is explicit nnd if proved 


beyond reasonable doubt, convfets the 
defendant of iv felony. In this state the 
courts 
do not apply to 
civil actions, 


charging criminal offenses,- and different 
rule from that which prevails^n other 
civil action. 


"The defendant, however, is entitled 


to tho presumption of innocence and to 
establish guilt the evidence must over- 
come such presumption, the 
difference 


lying in the stringency of the proof re- 
quired to convict. 


CHARGE IS NOT PROVEN. 


"Had the suit been brought for an ac- 


counting, or by way of seeking damages, 
for neglect, unskilled and improper con- 
duct of the business intrusted to the de- 
fendant, my view of the effect of the tes- 
timony might have been different, but 
on mature and careful consideration, I 
nm unable to hold that the defendant 
stoic or embexzh-d the money as charged, 
which is what would have to be found 
in order to report a decision in favor of 
the plaintiff. 


"The defendant's1 attorney is request- 


ed to prepare findings in accordance here- 
with."

was unexpected, for there lias been more 
or less talk for several months about the 
probability that Mr. Cooper would have 
opposition in the coming election, and 
tlie name of Mr. Jeffris was frequently 
mentioned as the probable candidate to 
make the race. 


Naturally members of the Wisconsin 


congressional delegation do not care to 
;::;press themselves on the question. Mr. 
Cooper was =cen last night and asked if 
he had any comment to make on the an- 
nouncement. He replied: ''I have noth- 
ing to say about it. 


Several of the Wisconsin members 


were askrd if they hnd anything to say 
on the subject, but they .begged to be ex- 
cused. Tliey would" discuss the mn'tter 
in a private way, but would not be quot-. 
'ed: regarding the merits of the contest, 
which even thus early can be foreshad- 
owed as certain to be one of the hottest 
ever known in the congressional elections 
in the state. 
FULLY EQUIPPED FOR CONGRESS. 
This much, however, mny be said ns 


correctly echoing the opinions of mem- 
bers of the delegation regarding the can- 
didncy of Mr. Jeffris: 


Mr. Jeffria is recognized by those who 


know him as being fully equipped in 
every way for a congressional career. lie 
is known to be a brilliant orator and a 
most aggressive and well equipped man. 
That he should take high rank in the 
house from the beginning is admitted by 
those here who known him. He would 
be regarded as a strong and hardworking 
fighter for tlie interests of the state, and 
that is the kind of man to make a rec- 
ord in congress.

From the time of the agita- 
tion of the railway rate question, and 
mention of his name and that of former 
Senator Quarles in connection with that 
question, followed by the suggestion of 
the names of Cooper and Esch for the 
senatorship last spring^Mr. Cooper has 
given evidences of having whnt is pop- 
ularly termed "a grouch," ami ho has 
been more or loss sullen and held aloof 
from those persons hero who have been 
allied with or in sympathy with the op- 
position to Gov.

of two or three, his defeat fov congress 
would be received with pleasure rather 
than with regret. Members who are fa- 
miliar with the situation in the First dis- 
trict, and who know Mr. Cooper's per- 
sonal popularity with many people, as- 
sert that Mr. Jeffris nnd his friends must 
get busy to carry the primaries in the 
preliminary contest.

Ships Now on the Great Lakes. Operate at 


ThflrOwn K:*k. 


The official close of navigation on tha 


great lakes occurred at 12 o'clock Satur- 
day night. Vessels leaving port after 
that date did so at the rink of the.o>yn- ; 
er and on their own responsibility, also 
without having the United States weath- 
er bureau to depend upon to give them 
warning of coming storms. 


From April 15 to December 1C, tha 


weather bureau must hoist storm sig- 
nals upon the approach of a storm. Dur- 
ing the intervening four mouths no sig- 
nals are raised. 


According to the officials of the bur- 


eau n I Milwaukee, from which place tha 
Rucinc station gets its reports and warn- 
ings, tho season just passed has not been 
remarkable in any way, either for num- 
bci of times the storm signal has-been 
raised or the severity of the storms, Tho 
highest velocity of the wind at this sta- 
tion was forty-nine miles per hour, al- 
though at other points on the lako it 
has renehod sixty miles on hour.

CAUSE OF TROUBLE 


Institutions Involved in Wfflcu'.ty Be- 


cause of Larjc Loans—Deposi- 


tors Amply Protected by 


Prowl t Action. 


CHICAGO, Dec. IS.—Action lias been 


taken by tlie comptroller of the curren- 
cy, Win. B. Kidgely, tlmt will compel tho 
three large fmancinl institutions, the CM- 


"Cftgo National bank, the Home Savings 


bank and the Equitable Trust company, 
dominated by John R. Walsh, of this 
city, to wind up their a (fairs. The other 
national banks of the city have conic to 
the rescue and it is declared on the au- 
thority of the Clearing House associa- 
tion, the comptroller and also by the 
officers of the Chicago National bnnk, 
tlmt not a single depositor will lose a 
cent. 


The 
difficulties of the throe banks, 


which are practically branches of . the 
same institution are attributed by the 
comptroller of the currency to the largo 
loans made by the 
Chicago National 


bank to the railroad, conl mining, nnd 
other private enterprises controlled by 
Mr. Wulsli. 


PROMISES NOT KEPT. 


Some time ago the comptroller called 


the attention of the ofliccrs of the bank 
to the fact tlmt they were making loans 
to these enterprises of Mr. Walsh, which, 
in his opinion, were too large for tho 
safety 
of 
the 
institution. Repeated 


promises were made tlmt the situation 
should be rectified, but no action satis- 
factory to the comptroller was taken. 
Three days ago he ciiine to Chicago for 
the purpose of ranking an investigation 
into the affair* of the three banks and 
found them in such a condition that he 
concluded immediate action to be neces- 
sary. Some trilling delay had ensued 
been use of the inability of Mr. llidgely 
to meet the ofliccrs of the bank and olli- 
cials of the state auditor's office. The 
fnct that the Home Savings bnnk and 
the Equitable Trust company arc under 
state supervision made the presence of 
the latter official necessary. 
Ullicials of 


tho different Chicago banks were told of 
the situation and a hurried call was sent 
out for a, meeting of representatives of 
the Chicago Clearing House association, 
us well as the officers 
of the city's 


bunks. The meotir.g was called to order 
iu the office of president Forgan of tin- 
First National bank at 3 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon and \vas a continuous ses- 
sion until 5 o'clock1 this morning. 


DEFICIT IS PLEDGED. 


A careful canvass of the situation, re- 


vealed that the Chicago National bank 
had deposits to the amount of $10,000,- 
000, the Home Savings bank had savings 
deposits to the extent of S-),000,000 divid- 
ed among about eight thousand deposi- 
tors. The liabilities of the two banks, 
nnd 
of tho Equitable Tru»t company 


•A'oro roughly estimated at $20,000,000. 
The assets of the 
three institutions 


made 
up about 
520,000,000 
of this 


Amount and the directors and officials of 
the Chicago National bank camo to the 
front with securities amounting to about 
$3,000,000 more. This left a deficit of 
,nl>o:it $3,000,000 to be faced, and the 
'Chicago banks represented at the meet- 
ing declared also that they would meet 
the situation and care for the deficit. If 
|t proved necessary 
to 
advance any 


liorc than $3,000,000 to meet all de- 
jamls, the banks pledged themselves to 
lake 'Up the' amount whatever it might 


TAKE WALSH'S FORTUNE. 


. The great difficulty confronting the 
bankers in the meeting was to arrange a 
legal settlement of the case in the piti- 
fully short time at their disposal before 
tho hour of commencing business this 
morning. It was finally arranged, that 
in addition to winding up the affairs of 
tho three financial institutions, the Hi- 
lied banks should take all of Mr. Walsh's 
private enterprises, including his coal 
mines,'railroads and stone quarries. 


At the close of the meeting, this morn- 


ing, the following statement was issued 
by the Chicago Clearing House associa- 
tion: 


"To the Public: 
Depositors 
of the 


Chicago National bank, tho Homo Sav- 
ings bank and the Equitable Trust com- 
pany are respectfully advised that their 
deposits will be paid in full upon de- 
mand." 


IIISTOKY OF THE BANKS. 


Tho Chicago National 'bank was or- 


ganized in November 1SS1 with an au- 
thorized capital of $300,000 which was in- 
creased to $500,000 in 1387 and $1,000,- 
000 in 1001. Its resources, according to 
tho last statement filed with tho com- 
trollcr of the currency .wero, $21,000,000, 
of which nearly $11,000,000 was in loans 
»nd discounts with $4,00*0,000 of cash on 
hand. The individual deposits are about 


$14,000,000 in individual accounts and 
$2,500,000 due to other banks. 
" 


The Homo Savings bank was organiz- 


ed in 1807 with a capitalization oi $100,- • 
000. It existed for many years as an in- 
dependent institution, and about twelve 
years ago became a part of the Chicago 
National bank. It was primarily a sav- 
ings institution. Its last report showed 
resources of $4,230,000 for the most part 
in railroad nnd municipal bonds. The 
savings deposits aggregate $3,983,000, 


The Equitable Trust company was 


chartered in 1S87 to act as administra- 
tor, executor, trustee nnd to receive and 
execute trusts of every character. 
The 


capital stock is SwOO.OOO, and 
the 
re- 


sources are $4,012,000. The liabilities in- 
clude $2,707,503, of which amount $454,- 
000 are deposits in trust, and $500,000 
in certificates of deposit. 


'HAT) MANY IRONS IN FIRE. 


The Chicago National bank hits been 


an active factor in local politics for sev- 
eral years, and the enormous funds re^ 
ccived from the taxation for the build- 
ing and maintenance of the drainage can- 
al have been a pnrt of its deposits, and 
have becu available for investment by 
the bank. A change was recently made 
in tho political complexion of the board 
and it was understood that these funds 
would not remain for tiny length of time, 
as deposits in the Chicago National 
bank. Their impending withdrawal had 
much to do with the fear of the other 
banks of a far reaching collapse if they 
did not come to the nid of the weakened 
institutions. The enterprises which are 
generally credited with being the direct 
cause of the financial troubles of Mr. 
Walsh arc the 
Bedford Quarries com- 


pany of Indiana, and the Southern In- 
diana Railroad company, which was con- 
structed by Mr. Walsh for the purpose 
of getting the stone from his quarries to 
the market. 


BUILT OWN RAILROAD. 


This railroad was constructed by Mr. 


Walsh at a heavy expense, some years 
ago, because he believed that the Monon 
railroad which w«s the only outlet of 
his stone quarries was charging him too 
high a rate of freight. He endeavored 
to reach an agreement with the road, 
and failing to obtain what he considered 
satisfactory terms, constructed a rnil- 
rond of his own. In addition to these, 
two 
enterprises, which he practically 


owns, Mi'. Walsh is u heavy stockholder 
in the Akron Gas company, Akron, Ohio, 
Illinois Southern 
Railway 
company, 


Rand, McNally company, Southern In- 
diana Express company and in half a 
score of gas, electric light nnd coal min- 
ing companies. 


MADE PERSONAL INQUIRY. 


To the stone quarries nud the south- 


ern Indiana railroad, Mr. Walsh made 
repeated heavy loons of the funds of the 
bank, and it was the^c to which objec- 
tion was made by Comptroller Ridgely. 
Repented assurances by the officers of 
the bank that these loans would be call- 
ed in, or at least largely curtailed were 
not fulfilled, and finally Mr. Riclgcly de- 
termined on a personal investigation. The 
action of last night, followed his de- 
termination. 


It is declared by local financiers that 


Mr. Walsh has invested all the way from 
(•B.OOO.OOO to SIS.OOO.OOO in the quarries 
and the railroad. 
His great desire was 


to gain for the i-aliroad an entrance Into 
Chicago, but in this he was not success 
ful. During the last three years he has 
endeavored to sell the rond to the Penn- 
sylvania company, but terms could Tiot 
be agreed upon and the sale never could 
be put through. 


ASTOUNDED THE PUBLIC. 


To the public at large which was not 


acquainted with the magnitude of Mr. 
Walsh's enterprises, the news of the dif- 
ficulties surrounding his banks came as 
a tremendous surprise. Not a word of 
the difficulty had reached the public Sat- 
urday night and the first information 
was conveyed by extra edition,-; of the 
morning papers. Two hours before the 
time for the opening of the bank, large 
crowds of people who had money in tho 
Chicago National and the Home Savings 
Banks were gathered in front of the 
banks waiting for tho doors to open so 
that they might withdraw their funds. 


PREPARED FOR THE RUN. 


Inside the bank ample provision had 


been made for the impending run, money 
was laid out in large piles and additional 
clerks were stationed at the paying win- 
dows, and arrangements were made in 
other parts of the bank to pay out the 
money as fast ns it was called for. G. C. 
Johnson, a messenger for another bank, 
who had $10 in the Home Savings Bank 
was the first nt the door and he held the 
head of the line when the doors were 
opened and the rush began at 10 o'clock 
It was announced by 
Vice President 


Blount of the Chicngo National Bank 
that all demands would be paid as fast 
as they were made, both at the Chicago 
National bank and the Home 
Savings 


bank. 
The latter has the right under 


the state law to demand sixty days no- 
tice of withdrawal from all depositors, 
but it was decided not to invoke this 
rule, and to pay every account as soon 
as called for. 


WALSH IS SILENT. . 


Mr. Walsh kept to his home this morn- 


ing and declined to see anybody. Ho h:u 
not been well for a number of days and 
neither yesterday nor today .would ho 
leave his room. Callers at his residence 
were referred to the bank for all infor- 
mation, and to the request for a state- 
ment, which was sent to him, Mr. Walsh 
sent back word: 


"I have nothing to say. Any statement 


that is to be made, will come from the 
dearing liouso association." 


EXCITEMENT ALtAYED. 


•The excitement over the suspension of 


the two banks had largery subsided by 11 
o'clock, 'There .was no crowd around the 


Chicago National bank and save for the 
number of visitors, and possibly a larger 
number of people in the bank's : 
:lobby 


than usual, it would not be 'known' that 
any, but the regular'conditions cxi-sted. 
The offices of the Home Savings bank are 
in the same building as the Chicago Na- 
tional, and here a-line of depositors was 
formed, reaching, but to-Monroe street 
and fifty feet west to the comer of La- 
Salle street. A large detail of policemen I 
was in -evidence and the assurance of 
those who had received their money, that 
the officials of tlie -bank declared that 
everybody would be paid, allayed all-ex- 
citement. All claims were paid as quick- 
ly as possible books were presented. In 
the Chicago National bank there was no 
outward evidence of a run 
although 


money was being drawn out with great 
rapidity. Many business men who called 
were told that checks for the amount of 
their balances would be accepted as de- 
posits at oilier banks and they depart- 
ed without''drawing out the actual cur- 
rency. The small depositors asked for 
their money, and in every instance it. 
was handed to them at once.. It was an- 
nounced at 11 o'clock that Comptroller 
Hidgely would in a short time issue a 
statement declaring that the Walsh as- 
sets would bo liquidated and 
"should 


Cover the indebtedness.' 


NO RUN ON OTHER BANKS. 


At the other banks of the city there 


was no apparent excitement nnd no evi- 
dence of a run -jpon any of them. The 
.statement was made at all of the bank? 
that they were guaranteeing the deposits 
of the Chicago National and,Home Na- 
tional and there was not the slightest 
ground for 
apprehension. Charles G. 


Dawes, fanner comptroller of the cur- 
rency, and now 'president and manager of 
the Central Trust and Savings Bank of 
this city, declared this 
morning tlmt 


there was absolutely no danger of any 
other Chicago bank being involved, nor 
is there any*other bank in financial d i f - 
ficulty. 


Similar statements wore made' by 


Charles L. Hutchinson, vice president of 
the Corn Exchange bank, James Heckles, 
president of the 
Commercial National 


and D. R. Forgan, president of the -First 
National.

'•The action of the. Chicago clearang 


house banks in coming to the aid of the 
Chicago National bank, the Home Savings 
bank and tho Equitable Trust company 
has relieved a most critical situation, 
which, if it had not been token promptly 
in hand might have led to very serious; 
consequences, not" only in Chicago, but 
elsewhere.' The action, of, the clearing 
house banks makes it absolutely certain 
that all the creditors of the tlircc insti- 
tutions will reccive'their money immed- 
iately and should thus relieve any ap- 
prehension on the part of the public in 
regard to financial troubles in Chicago. 
The critical situation 
in which 
these 


three concerns have been placed has been 
due to the large loans made to the rail- 
road, coal mining and other enterprises 
owned and controljed by Mr. John It; 
Walsh. This again emphasizes the dan-! 
ger of the managing officers of banks be- 
ing interested in outside institutions re-! 
quiring large amounts of money. "The•' 
comptroller's office has for somc_ time, 
been criticising the condition of the' Chi ' 
cago National bank and calling upon its. 
officers 
nnd directors 
to 
reiiuce the 


amount of these loans and the invest- 
ments in the bonds of Mr. Walsh's cor-' 
porations. 


FINDS SERIOUS CONDITION. 


In spite of repented promises that this 


should be done these items have been 
continued in the bank and in order to 
prevent further encroachments it was 
necessary for the comptroller to take 
radical action. The comptroller's office 
has for some time been endeavoring to 
make an examination of the Chicago Na- 
tional bank, simultaneously with an ex- 
amination of the state institutions, by 
the state bank examiner, but was not 
able to bring this about until ,1 few days 
ago. 
The result of these examinations 


revealed such a serious condition tlmt it 
wr.s necessary to take immediate action. 
The comptroller telephoned from Wash- 
ington instructing Bank Examiner Bos- 
worth to bring the matter at once to 
the attention of the clearing committee 
and-lcft for Chicago on the first train to 
be on hand to personally take whatever 
action was necessary. On the arrival of 
the comptroller in Chicago, a conference 
was immediately held with the state au- 
thorities, and the clearing house commit- 
tee, which continued from 
10 o'clock 


Sunday morning nntil 5 o'clock Monday 
morning. In addition to the clearing 
house committee, representatives of all 
the clearing house banks were called in- 
to the conference about 7 o'clock Sunday, 
evening. 
The comptroller feels that 


great credit is due not only to the clear- 
Tug house committee, but to all the oth- 
er clearing house banks for the prompt, 
vigorous notion and the broad minded 
spirit sliown in meeting this emergency.

IMPORTANT LEGISLATION. 


There are ft number of important sub- 


jects coming up before tho present con- 
gress and upon several of these tho pres- 
ident has in his message laid stress mid 
enforced his opinions with valid points 
and great ability and lit the same time 
consorvativcncss. 


There is legislation to come on the 


Panama canal and despite nil that has 
been done, whether to be constructed 
upon the sen level or to be a lock canal, 
is not definitely decided. As to neces- 
sary means 
a'sufficient 
appropriation 


will be made at once as the current sup- 
ply of funds is exhausted. A eannl at 
the sea level means two locks in any 
case, one at each ond several years long- 
er in building, say tho experts, and n con- 
siderable addition to the expense, and 
though the board of engineers compar- 
ed of engineers from foreign countries 
besides our own reported in favor of the 
eea level cannl. yet the president and 
others of influence, favor the lock con- 
struction. 


Then coming is expected railroad rnt.o 


legislation, and whether or not the pro- 
longed agitation is to result in meet- 
ing with the wishes of the president find 
most people, or result in the practical 
triumph of the great rail corporative in- 
fluence bunked by the strong support of 
able senators anil a few congressmen, 
may be said to be uncertain.

The president deal 
ably and spiritedly with these and othe 
Important subjects in his message am 
he voices the sentiment of tho people. 


There is proposed legislation that wil 


bring the corporations into some efTec 
tive government control as to a propc 
publicity and a form of license to those 
engaged in interstate trade or business, 
that will effectually place them under 
tlui control of the government, as man- 
ufacturers and dealers are now in tobac- 
co and liquors. This will naturally, that 
is anyway should include all insurance 
companies, firo and life both. It is not 
proposed government espionage at all, 
but government control that will enable 
the people to be tho masters, and not tho 
vast, dominant corporative 
influence, 


honest administration of affairs secur- 
ing to nil patrons fair handed justice 
nnd equity from the great public corpor- 
ations, excluding all possible methods of 
favoring one ns against another, and as 
to the insurance features, some method 
by which the juggling with the funds, 
and (Treat sums made by complicity of 
o?lelal« with outsiders, be prevented. 
' Philippine tarifi' legislation may bo cx- 
pnotcd, and this upon tho linos of free 
trade for all products of tho islands en- 
tering the ports of the homo country, 
thcAigh the tobacco and sugar interests 
will strenuously resist this and demand 
exemption for their two products nnd a 
retention of not Icsn than twenty-five 
per cent duty of the present tariff. In 
this proposed legislation will come tho 
debated question of extending to 1900 
tho time in which tho coastwise law will 
tako cffuct. Other measures proposed ex- 
tend tho presidential term to six yenrs, 
making them ineligible for reelection, and 
electing senators by tho direct vote in- 
stead -of a» now by,, state legislatures. 


There will also be a bill to enlarge the 
salaries of the president, members.of the 
cabinet and may include bureau-chiefs 
and ministers and more important con- 
sulates. 


There is proposed a thorough investi- 


gation of political contributions to .the 
national committees of both parties; of 
canal expenditures; of the present meth- 
ods of government crop reports; terri- 
torial admissions; statehood bills; one 
requiring all corporations to make re- 
ports to the Gurneld bureau; to increase 
the powers of the interstate commerce 
lay, referred to previously, and as re- 
gards pensions and other matters. One 
proposed measure provides for a thor- 
ough examination of the subject of child 
labor, nnd a; this only provides for an 
examination, it stands a good chance for 
passage. Immigration will also receive 
attention. There does not seem at pres- 
ent at lease any intention of tariff leg- 
islation at the hands of the only party 
which has the votes to bring such about. 
On this admittedly the party sentiment 
has not yet sufficiently crystalized and 
though a large number of Republicans 
especially in the west are favoring re- 
vision of the tariff and may make them- 
selves heard to an appreciable extent, 
yet the ideas of the great party lead- 


I prs will very likely control. It is odmit- 


I ted more or less Republicans prominent; 


at tho capital really favor some tariff 
revision, but still will not take any con- 
spicuous part in bringing snch about. 


The large, prepondering Republican 


majority will induce as it should, all the 
more care no ill considered legislation 
shall be cnncted. It should not bo for- 
gotten that the enormous majority of 
one congress, can readily be overturned 
in the next. These political tidal waves 
are no strangers BO to speak, for there is 
for instance, Ohio, who two years ago 
elected a Republican governor by a pin- 
rality of 113.812, gave a Republican can- 
didate for Uie presidency a plurality of 
255,421 the following year, and this last 
election in November elected a Democra 
tic governor by between forty and fifty. 
housnnd and by tho way the same can- 
lidatc on each occasion. 


Thus it will be wise, and it will be pru- 


lent for party leaders to seriously con- 
idcr what they do.

lliinry Dana of Boston in an address be- 
fore the National Civil Service Reform 
League this afternoon, spoke af "Presi- 
dential offices, tho .United States senate 
and tho merit system." Ho said in 
part. 


"For three-quarters of a century the 


presidential"officials have, in the main, 
beea appointed at the dictation of sen- 
ators for political purposes. Tho officers 
consist of all postmasters with salaries 
of $1,000 a year or over, the foreign 
ministers »nd consuls, collectors of cus- 
toms and internal revenue, district at- 
torieya, Indian agents, and a few others. 
There are about T.OOO of them, 5,400 be- 
ing tho higher postmasters. They'form 
the great body.of -tho-ohiof ^executive of- 
ficers of the country. With tho excep- 
tion, of cabinet officers, foreign ambassa- 
dors and ministers, and possibly the dis- 
trict attorneys, tho duties of these offi- 
cials are in no way political. There is 
not a Democratic way and a Republican 
•way of assorting and delivering letters. 
Enforcing tho internal revenue and tar- 
iff laws is a matter of honesty aud ca- 
pacity and not party opinion. 


ABUSE OP PUBLIC TRUST. 


"To use those positions for purposes 


of party organization in aid of the polit- 
ical ambitions of senators is not only 
an abuse of public trust, but, as it is 
hardly necessary to add, tends to politi- 
cal corruption and party despotism. 
Moreover, the public service ought to be 
a life career, with thcso higher positions 
us rewards gained by., and thus stimulat- 
ing, special merit and ability. Indeed, 
the evils of the present systems are so 
•well known that the only question of to- 
day is as to the choice of remedy. Tlio 
remedies proposed classify 
themselves

the 


young man arrested nearly two years 
ago, on charge of setting fire to the 
barns of R. R. Birdsall and half a dozen 
other places, and who was ordered from 
the city after spending a. number of 
months in jail, called at the police office 
this afternoon and complained bitterly 
ut the manner people were treating him 
in the city.

NORCROSS FAVORS 2 CENT RATE 


Bald Stalwart Lender Bellevon Railroads 


Should Grant This ConcesnloD 


MADISON, Dec. 15.—Pliny Norcross, 


the stalwart leader in the assembly, is 
in favor of a 2-cent passenger rate on 
the railroads. 


He stated yesterday that he intend- 


ed to write to the president and other 
officials of the railroads doing business 
in Wisconsin on his stationer}1 as a 
member of the assembly that they ought 
in right to grant this concession to the 
people. 


"Perhaps 'concession' is not the right 


word exactly," he said, "but the ronds 
ought to voluntarily make au 'offer' to 
the people of the state of a reduced pas- 
senger rate. They have bean making in. 
creased revenues on account of the laws 
which the state hos passed in the last 
few years. The anti-pass law alone has 
meant that probably $50,000 of $73,000 
a year of the state's money contributed 
by the taxpayers, has been paid to them 
for service for which they received noth- 
ing before. Other laws have also con 
tributcd to their coffers. Now, in sinv 
pie justice the railroads ought to give 
back something to 
the 
people. And 


they ought to do it freely and willingly, 
without being compelled to do it. They 
grant 1-cent rates to those persons who 
buy a thousand or. two thousand mile 
tickets. If they can afford to do that, 
they can afford to grant a 2-cent fare 
for those who ride less. I do not in- 
tend to introduce any bill to compel the 
roads to grant a reduced fare, but in 
my opinion they ought to do that of 
their own free will, and I will tell them 
so. I believe, also, that their revenues 
would be increased by so doing." 


At the beginning of the session it wns 


said by administration leaders that a 2- 
ccnt passenger rate bill would be intro- 
duced at this session, but nothing of 
that sort has materialized yet. It is 
said that the rate commission, who has 
authority to order a 2-cent rate, is con- 
sidering such a proposition at this time.

SHANGHAI, Dec. 18.—The riot is sup- 


pressed. Twenty Chinese rowdies were 
killed and a few Europeans were wound- 
ed. Otherwise the damage done y/as 
slight. 


LONDON, Dec. IsT-A dispatch to the 


Evening Standard from Shanghai says: 


"During the rioting carriages and mo- 


tor cars were smashed. Mobs are loot- 
ing in several parts of the city. .There 
are sounds of sharp firing in the neigh- 
borhood of the town hall and on the 
Shanking road which bisects the centra 
district of the foreign settlement." 


WASIIINGTON,~Dec. 18.—The state 


department information of these event 
was contained in several dispatches frorr 
Shanghai, the last of which was receive' 
about 3 o'clock this morning from Con 
sul Gcnerad Rogers. It is gathered tha' 
the causes for the riot were the anti 
American boycott and a general feeling 
of hostility against foreigners, such as 
preceded the Boxer uprising in 1900 
Mr. Rogers' statement wna that all busi 
nes.t was suspended among the Chinese: 
that as an incident to the general strikf 
a number of foreigners had been assault 
ed. Volunteers had been called out, pre 
surnably- from the people of the foreign 
settlements, whose efforts at maintain- 
ing order were seconded by English ma- 
rines. The warships in the harbor were 
cleared for action. At tho hour of send- 
ing the first dispatch, probably some time 
last night, two Chinese had been killed 
in the riots, and the American consul 
general had telegraphed for help from 
American naval vessels. 


EUROPEANS KILLED. 


A biter dispatch from the same source 


reported the continuance of the riotous 
condition, adding that the police stations 
had been burned and a number of people 
killed, probably thirty, including some 
foreigners. 
No Americans, however, had 


been harmed up to that moment and the 
streets were being guarded by the vol 
untecrs and the naval forces. Mr. Rog- 
ers' last word was that he expected the 
American cuiscr Baltimore, which was 
yesterday at Cliinlcinng, about a day'; 
run from Shanghai, to reach the latter 
place tonight.

PREPARING TO FIGHT THE CZAR 


ItevolntlonlBts Despite Grim Warning Get- 


tinar Ready for Rebellion. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 18, 2:30 p. m. 


—The revolutionary organizations are 
making feverish preparations to light the 
government's policy of repression. The 
new workmen's council, representatives 
of other proletariat organizations and 
also the league of leagues met secretly 
in the outskirts of St. Petersburg today 
and discussed ways and means until al- 
most morning. The great majority of 
the members favored 
the immediate 


proclamation of the general strike which 
hod been planned for January, but it 
was -agreed that success depended on 
whether the railroad men would partici- 
pate. 


However, the government's note prac 


tically notifying the railroad men that 
if they strike, the authorities will be 
unable to afford them protection is re- 
garded as grim warning that they will be 
abandoned to the mercies of the "black 
hundred" and another note has been is- 
sued threatening them with "exceptional 
measures" if the legal means do not suf- 
fice. 


The revolutionary agitation is adding 


to the flames. The Russ which appears 
under the name of Motva ("Fame") to- 
day in a stirring editorial summons all 
the organizations to sink their differ- 
ences and present a solid front to the ad- 
vancing hosts of reaction. The paper 
says: "Witte is .at Inst unmasked and 
lias shown himself a worthy successor oE 
Von PIcvhe and TrcpofT by tearing up 
:he government's promises, But every 
jlow of reaction is like the blows of a 
hammer which welds firmer the swords 
with which the nation will win free- 
dom."

After making a gallant struggle to re- 


cover his failing health and realizing that 
he must die, William Ernest Marcher, 
one of the most promising and promi- 
nent young men of Racine, expressed a 
desire, at Asheville, N. C., to his sister, 
Mrs. John F, Bickel, who had been with 
biiii for some time, to return to Kacine, 
so that he might pass his last moments 
with his brother, E. W. Marcher, mother 
and other relatives. But it was not .to 
be. On Friday night, with Mrs. Bickel 
and his nurse, he started on the Big Four 
railway for Chicago and home. Four 
hours' ride out of Chicago his condition 
weakened perceptibly. Asking 
for. a 


drink of water he lay back, went to sleep 
and died peacefully and without a strug- 
gle at 4 o'clock Sunday morning. The 
nurse realizing that if she notified offi- 
cers of the train that they would have 
the body removed from the train at the 
first station, laid out the body in the 
state room and it v<as not until the train 
pulled into Chicago that the conductor 
was notified of the death. The body was 
prepared for burial at Chicago and arriv- 
ed here Sunday afternoon, 


BOHN IN RACINE. 


William Ernest Marcher was born in 


Kacine, Wis., January 20, 1874. His 
early education was acquired at the 
Third ward school, now the Winslow 
school. After leaving the ward school 
he prepared himself for the University 
of Wisconsin, where he took a course in 
civil engineering. On account of failing 
health he departed for El Paso, Texas. 
Remaining there for some time he re- 
moved to southern Colorado and was en- 
gaged with the assistant engineer of the 
Colorado Fuel & Iron Co. Again his 
health became impaired and he removed 
to Denver, and thence to Pueblo Colo- 
rado. 


TO CALIFORNIA. 


Spending a short time in Denver find 


Pueblo, he went to Los Angeles, Califor- 
nia, and was there and also at Monrovia 
for some time, his mother being with 
him about one year. Last August he 
came home and remained perhaps one 
month, when he was taken to Ashevillc, 
N. C., by his brother, E. W. Marcher. 
Here he failed to improve. On Novem- 
ber 27 his sister, Mrs. John W. Bickel, 
went to his bedside. Physicians said 
that it ^yould be impossible for him to 
recover and he realized that it wns not 
possible to get well. 


WANTED TO COME HOME. 


The dying man expressed a longing to 


come home so that he might pass his 
last moments with his brother, mother 
and others. Every effort was made to 
•ratify this wish. One of 
the best 


of nurses was engaged and with her and 
Mrs. Bickel he was placed on tho Big 
Four train, but he was very ill and it 
was doubtful if he could stand the trip, 
but the train pulled out and speeded to- 
ward Chicago. Enrly Sunday rooming 
when within four hours' ride of Chicago 
he asked for a- drink of water. He drank 
iopiously, lay back on his pillow, closed 
lis eyes and peacefully passed away in 
she presence of the mirse. 


ONLY TWO KNEW. 


Only the nurse and Mrs.'Bickel knew 


;ha.t the young man was dead. The nurse 
quietly laid out the body and when Chi- 
cago was reached informed the conductor 
ind train crew of the death. This was 


ecausc the nurse knew if notice was im- 
nedintely given upon death, that tho 
iody would be taken from the train, far 
iway from home., At Chicago it was 
prepared for burial and arrived here at 
4 o'clock Sunday afternoon. 


WAS A MASON.

OLD NAVIGATOR IS 


HURT BY AUTOMOBILE 


Capt. Prindivilie, Sailor on First 


Boat Entering Port in 1846, 


is Ron Down in 


Chicago. 


Telegrams from Chicago state tbafl 


Captain John Prindiville, 32 years old, 
was struck and probably fatally injured 
by a speeding automobile. The captain 
had just left a drug store when the ma- 
chine struck and knocked him down,twxl 
of the wheels passing across bis body. 
The machine waa stopped and the injur- 
ed man was carried to his home. Hia 
nose was broken, head cut, legs and arm* 
injured. On account of the advanced ag« 
of the captain it is feared that he will 
not recover. 


What makes the accident of interest t<* 


the people of Racine is the fact that 
Captain Prindiville was a sailor on the 
very first boat that ever entered the port 
of Racine, the steamer Chesapeake, 
in 


1846, after a big rock had been removed 
from the harbor. He was a personal 
friend of the la'te A. P. Dutton and bis 
son Simeon. 


When Simeon Dutton heard of the ac- 


cident he sent his sympathy to the old 
navigator. la speaking of Captain Prin- 
diville yesterday. Mr. Dutton said: 


"I have often 
talked 
with Captain 


Prindiville in regard to his first arrival 
in Racine. The inhabitants were delight- 
ed and there was a great demonstration. 
The people were so pleased that each of- 
ficer and member of the crew were pre- 
sented with a lot on tb north side of th« 
river. The captaiu never knew where 
the lot was and never claimed it."

"BRICK TRUST" GIVES IN 


It's Members Fined an Aggre- 


gate ot §18,000. 


tompany and Two Labor leaders In- 


dicted for Conspiracy to Pre- 


vent Competition. 


CHICAGO, Dec. IS.—The so-called 


"brick trust" of Chicago made a complete 
urrender to States Attorney Healey in 
'ourt today and the members were fined 
in aggregate of $18,000. The company, 
and a number of its officials, together 
vith two labor leaders were indicted foe, 
•onspiracy to do an illegal act, to pre- 
•ent competition, and to restrict the pro- 
duction and sale of brick in the Chicago 
market. 


The court assessed fines of $2.000 in 
ach cose. The amount was paid at 
nee by the attorneys and the defendants 
vere dismissed. 


The charge against the labor leaders, 


ncluded with the officials of the brick 
onibine in the indictment, was that they; 
ailed strikes on buildings where the con- 
ractors used brick purchased from otfi- ; 
rs than those in the combination. In 
oses where these strikes were called, it 
•as stated that the states attorney, the 
ontractors were compelled to pay their 
men for all the time they were on strike 
under penalty of having their supplier 
ut ofl by tho combination or having a 
econd strike called.

Their Own Risk. 


The official close of navigation on tho 
eat lakes occurred at 12 o'clock Satur- 
ay night. Vessels leaving port 
after 


hat date did so ot the risk of the own- 
r and on their own responsibility, also 
•ithout having the United States weath- 
r bureau to depend upon to give them 
•arning of coming storms. 
From April 15 to December 16, the 
eather bureau must hoist storm sig- 
als upon the approach of a storm. Dur- 
ig the intervening four months no sij- 
als are raised. 
According to the officials of the bur- 
au nl Milwaukee, from which place tha 
ncine station, gets its reports and warn- 
igs, the season just passed has not been 


remarkable in any way, either for num- 
bei of times the storm signal has been 
raised or the severity of the storms. Tho 
highest velocity of the wind at this sta- 
tion was forty-niuc miles per hour, al- 
though at other points on the lake it 
has reached sixty miles an hour. 


It is safe to say that the season of 


1805 will long live in marine circles as 
being one of the most disastrous years 
in the history of navigation on the great 
lakes, although it h.as Ijeen declared * 
most profitable one for companies whose 
fleets did not suffer by tbo storms.

FINDS FAULT "WITH RECORD. 


"There is no disguising the fact that 


Mr. Cooper has not.provcn himself to be 
a satisfactory 
representative. He has 


now , been in congress almost 
twelve 


years. He certainly has had many op- 
portunities to do something to.-justify 
bis continuance, but he either has not 
been .equal to, or has neglected all of the 
opportunities.

A PLAY OF POLITICS. /. 


"About the only attention his district 


has had is in the matter of the appoint- 
ment; of postmasters. This has been a 
constant play of polities. I suppose it is 
all right for a man to recommend ap- 
pointments that he thinks will be help- 
ful to himself, but I don't believe that 
the people approve of a man who holds 
up appointments for months because ho 
is afraid to determine what to do. I 
think it fair to say that Mr. Cooper is 
of that mental make-up that he docs 
not know what to do, and he shows 
this in his position upon important pub- 
lic questions. 


ALWAYS FOUND ON THE FENCE. 
"On nearly all of them ho has kept 


on the fence or so near to it he could 
climb over in great haste. Every man 
should be ready and willing to change 
bis opinion when he finds that it is right 
and proper to do so, but he should have 
opinions strong enough upon any sub- 
ject in which lie is interested, so that 
other people would at least know what 
his opinion was at any given time. 


AGAINST INTERESTS OF STATE. 
"Mr. Cooper has recently been to the 


Philippines .and now he thinks he wants, 
the tariff taken oil of sugar and tobac- 
co. Just now he is working to that 
end. 
I think this is ill-considered and 


against the interests of this district in 
particular and against tho interests of 
the whole country in general. 


NEEDS GREAT ATTENTION. 


"Wisconsin has long been a great to- 


bacco producing state. It is a 
crop 


which requires a great deal of labor and 
care, and while it has been a profitable 
crop to the raisers, it is one which can- 
not stand much adversity: We have re- 
cently been developing the beet sugar in 
clustry in Wisconsin. I believe that that 
is going to be a profitable crop, but liko 
tobacco, it is one which requires a great 
deal of labor and care. Any measure 
which would cripple these industries is 
to be deplored. 


"For my part I am interested in tho 


welfare 
of Wisconsin and 
our sister 


states second and the Philippine Islands 
somewhat further down the list. 


TRUSTS NEED NO PROTECTION. 
"I believe in protection of American 


industries and particularly of American 
formers. I think there are many points 
wliicli the tariff could be advantageously 


revised. 
Where goods are made by a 


trust, that is getting an undue profit it 
should have no protection from the gov- 
ernment or people. 


INFANTS ARE NOW GIANTS. 


"Many of our industries can no longer 


be called infant industries. They 
are 


giants which need to be restrained. On 
the other hand we have industries to 
which should be applied the,, protective 
principle, that is, a tariff sufficient to 
equalize the difference in wagea and tlie 
cost and method of living. There are a 
great many 
important questions in 


which I feel an interest and would like 
the opportunity of representing my dis- 
trict for a while. 


WILL KNOW HIS STAND. 


"I can assure the people that there 


will be no difficulty of knowing where 
I stand upon any proposition. 
From a 


business standpoint I presume I ought 
not to consider this matter, but on the 
other hand I feel that I would like,to 
see what kind of a record I could make, 
and if the voters think it will be for the 
welfare of the district to give me a trial 
I will appreciate it. 


1 ' NO MACHINE TO BACK HIM. 


"I have no machine or organization of 


any kind, so that ii1 I am nominated it 
will have to be beci.'Use of the good will 
of the people." 


TEST AT WASHBUAN, WIS 


Assemblyman John Thomas of 
the 


Second district of Eacine county, arriv- 
ed home from Madison today, where he 
has been attending the special session 
of the legislature. 
Mr. Thomas intro- 


duced a bill relating to primary elec- 
tions and amendatory of chapter 451 of 
the laws of 1903, which his friends claim 
is it good thing and beneficial to those 
desiring to become eondidates for ollice. 


The amendments in the main are that 


if a person desires to become a candidate 
for a state office he shall receive signa- 
tures to his petition of at least one per 
cent of the voters of the. party in at 
least six counties in the state, and in 
the aggregate not less than one per cent 
nor more than ten per cent of the total 
vote of his party in the state. 


WHAT CONGRESSMEN NEED. 


If for a representative in congress, by 


at least two per cent of the voters ol 
his party in at least one-tenth of the 
election precincts in each of at least one- 


alf of the counties of the congressional 
istrict, and in the aggregate not less 
han two per cent .and not more than 
en per cent of the total vote of his 
arty in such district. 
If for an office representing less than 
congressional district in area, or a 


ounty office, by at least three per een'o 
if the party' vote in at least one-sixth 
if the election precincts of such district 
.nd in the aggregate not less than three 
ler cent nor more than ten per cent of 
he total vote of his party ill such dia- 
rict. 


BASIS OF FIGURING. 


The basis of percentage in each case 


hall be the vote of the party for the 
nresicleutial elector receiving the largest 
•otc at the last preceding presidential 
aleetiou. But any political party which 
at the last preceding general election 
vas represented on the official ballot by 
either regular party candidates or by in- 
lividual nominees only, may upon corn- 
lying with the provisions of the law, 
lave a separate primary election ticket 
as a political party.

He is said to be a recogniz 
ed stalwart worker and Representative 
Jenkins, in whose district Washlmrn 
situated, does not want him reappoint 
ed.

BUSSE'S NAME IN. 


President lloosevelt's nomination of 


Fred A. Bussc to be postmaster of Chi- 
cago in succession to F. E. Coyne termi- 
nates a spirited contest which has been 
in progress for two weeks or more. 


Postmaster Coyne who is serving his 


first term at the head of the Chicago of- 
fice was an active candidate for reap- 
pointment. He was backed almost solid- 
ly by the business interests of Chicago 
and brought to bear strong personal and 
political influence. 


His record as postmaster is said to be 


excellent. 


Among Mr. Coyne's endorsers was Mr. 


Busse, the new appointee. Mr. Busse has 
been prominent iu 
politics 
for many 


years. 


NOT EVEN A CANDIDATE. 


He was not a candidate for the office 


of postmaster nnd a few dnys ago when 
has name wns suggested he declined to 
permit it to be considered. It became, 
however, on account of the opposition 
of the Illinois senators, especially Sena- 
tor Hopkins that Mr. Coyne would not 
be reappoiut.ed. This situation was pre- 
sented to Mr. Bussc and he \vns urged 
to reconsider his declination. 
He con- 


sented finally to accept the appointment, 
in the circumstanci'S, and this afternoon 
an agreement having been reached, the 
president transmitted his nomination to 
the senate as a special message 
sent 


three hours after the other nominations 
of today had been forwarded to the sen- 
ate.

WALSH'S VENTURES 


CAUSE OF TROUBLE 


Institutions Involved in Difficulty Be- 


cause of Lar^e Loans—Deposi- 


tors Amply Protected by 


Prow 1.1 Action. 


CHICAGO, Dec. IS.—Action has been 


taken by the comptroller of the curren- 
cy, Win. B. Ridgely, that will compel tho 
three large financial institutions, the Chi- 
' cngo National bank, the Home Savings 
bank and the Equitable Trust company, 
dominated by John H. Walsh, of this 
city, to wind up their affairs. The other 
national banks of the city have come to 
the rescue and it is declared on the au- 
thority of the Clearing House associa- 
tion, the comptroller ami also by the 
officers of the Chicago National bank, 
that not a single depositor will Jose a 
cent. 


The 
difficulties of the throe banks, 


which are practically blanches of 
the 


same institution arc attributed by the 
comptroller of the currency to the large 
loans made by the 
Chicago 
National 


bank to tho railroad, coal mining, and 
other private enterprises controlled by 
Mr. Wulsii. 


PROMISES NOT KEPT. 


Some time ago the comptroller called 


the attention of the officers of the bank- 
to the; fact that they were making loans 
to these enterprises of Mr. Walsh, which, 
in his opinion, were too large for the 
safety 
of 
the 
institution. Repeated 


promises were made that the situation 
should lie rectified, but no action satis- 
factory to the comptroller was taken. 
Three days ago ho came to Chicago for 
the purpose of making an investigation 
into the affairs of tlie three banks and 
found them in such a condition that he 
concluded immediate action to be neces- 
sary. Sonic trifling delay had ensued 
because of the inability of Mr. Kidgely 
to meet tho oflicers of the bank and offi- 
cials of the state auditor's office. The 
fact that the Home Savings bank and 
the Equitable Trust company are under 
state supervision made the presence of 
the latter official necessary. Officials of 
tlie different Chicago banks were told of 
the situation and a hurried call was sent 
out for a meeting of representatives of 
the Chicago Clearing House association, 
us well as the officers 
of the city's 


banks. The meeting was called to order 
in the office of President Forgan of tho 
First National bank at 3 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon and was a continuous ses- 
sion until 5 o'clock this morning. 


DEFICIT IS PLEDGED. 


A careful canvass of the situation, re- 


vealed that the Chicago National bank 
had deposits to the amount of $10,000,- 
000, the Home Savings bank had savings 
deposits to tlie extent of $-1,000,000 divid- 
ed among about eight thousand deposi- 
tors. The liabilities of the two banks. 
and 
of the Equitable Trust company 


•.vcrc roughly estimated at $2fi,000,000. 
The assets of the three institutions 
made up about 
$20,000,000 of this 


amount and the directors and officials of 
the Chicago National bank came to the 
front with securities amounting to about 
$3,000,000 more. This left a deficit of 
,;ibo;it $3,000,000 to lie faced, and the 
/Chicago banks represented at the meet- 
ing declared also that they would meet 
the situation and care for the deficit. If 


514,000,000 in individual 
accounts and 


$2,500,000 due to other banks. 


The Home Savings bank w.as organiz- 


ed in 18(57 with a capitalization of $100,- 
000. It existed for many years as an in- 
dependent institution, and about twelve 
years ago became a part of the Chicago 
National bank. It was primarily a sav- 
ings institution. Its last report showed 
resources of $4,230,000 for the most part 
in railroad and municipal bonds. The 
savings deposits aggregate $3,983,000. 


The Equitable Trust company was 


chartered in 1S87 to act as administra- 
tor, executor, trustee and to receive 'and 
execute trusts of every .character. The 
capital stock is $500,000, and 
the 
re- 


sources are $4,012,000. The liabilities in- 
clude $2,707,503, of which amount $454,- 
000 are deposits in trust, and $500,000 
in certificates of deposit. 


'HAD MANY IRONS IN HUE, 


The Chicago National bnnk has been 


an active factor in local politics for sev- 
eral years, and the enormous funds ,re: 


ceived from the taxation for the build- 
ing and maintenance of the drainage cnn- 
al have been a part of its deposits, and 
have been available for investment by 
tho bank. A change was recently made 
in the political complexion of the board 
and it was understood that these funds 
would not remain for any length of time, 
as deposits in the Chicago National 
bank. Their impending withdrawal had 
much to do with the fear of the other 
banks of a far reaching collapse if they 
did not come to the aid of the weakened 
institutions. The enterprises which are 
generally credited with being the direct 
cause of the financial troubles of Mr. 
Walsh are the Bedford Quarries com- 
pany of Indiana, and tho Southern In- 
diana Railroad company, which was con- 
structed by Mr. Walsh for the purpose 
of getting the stone from his quarries to 
the market. 


BUILT OWN RAILROAD. 


This railroad was constructed by Mr. 


Walsh at a heavy expense, some years 
ago, because he believed that the Mouon 
railroad which was the only outlet of 
his stone quarries was charging him too 
high a rate of freight. lie endeavored 
to reach an agreement with the road, 
and failing to obtain what he considered 
satisfactory terms, constructed a rail- 
road of his own. In addition to these 
two enterprises, which he practically 
owns, Mr. Walsh is a heavy stockholder 
in the. Akron Gas company, Akron, Ohio, 
Illinois Southern 
Railway company, 


Kand, McNally company, Southern In- 
diana Express company and in half a 
score of gas, electric light and coal min- 
ing companies. 


MADE PERSONAL INQUIRY. 


To the stone quarries smd the south- 


ern Indiana railroad, Mr. WnUh made 
repeated heavy loans of tho funds of the 
bank, and it was these to which objec- 
tion was made by Comptroller Ridgely. 
Repeated assurances by the officers of 
the bank that these loans would be call- 
ed in, or at least largely curtailed were 
not fulfilled, and finally Mr. Ridgely de- 
termined on a personal investigation. The

Chic&go National bank and save for the 
number of visitors, and possibly a larger 
number of people in the bank's lobby 
than usual, it would not be known that 
'any, but tho regular conditions existed. 
The offices of the Home Savings bank are 
in the same building, as the Chicago Na- 
tional, and here a line of depositor's' w-as 
•formed, reaching, but to- Momcoe street 
and fifty feet west to the corner of La- 
Salle street. A large detail of policemen 
was in evidence and the assurance 
those who had received their money, that 
the officials of tlie bank declared that 
everybody would be paid, allayed all ex- 
citement. All claims were paid as quick- 
ly as possible books were presented. 
the Chicago National bank there was no 
outward evidence of a run 
although 


money was being drawn out with great 
rapidity. Many business men who called 
were told that checks for the amount of 
their balances would be accepted as de- 
posits at o.tlier banks and they depart- 
ed without 'drawing out the actual cur- 
rency. The small depositors asked for 
their money, and in every instance it 
was handed to them at once.. It was an- 
nounced at 11 o'clock that Comptroller 
Hidgely would in a short time issue a 
statement declaring thnt the Walsh as- 
sets would be liquidated and 
"should 


cover the indebtedness.' 


NO RUN ON OTHER BANKS. 


At the other banks of the city there 


was no apparent excitement and no evi- 
dence oi a run upon any of them. The 
statement was made at all of the banks 
that they were guaranteeing the deposits 
of the Chicago National and,Home Na- 
tional and there was not the slightest 
ground for 
apprehension. Charles G. 


Dawes, former comptroller of the cur- 
rency, and now 'president and manager of 
the Central Trust and Savings Bank of 
this city, declared this 
morning that 


there was absolutely no danger of any 
other Chicago bank being involved, nor 
is there any'other bank in financial dif 
flculty.

TAKE WALSH'S FORTUNE. 


The great difficulty confronting 
tho 


bankers in the meeting- was to arrange a 
legal settlement of the case in the piti- 
fully short time at their disposal before 
the hour of commencing business this 
morning. It was finally arranged, that 
in addition to winding up the affairs of 
the three financial institutions, the a,l- 
lied banks should take ail of Mr. Walsh's 
private enterprises, including his coal 
mines, 'railroads and stone quarries. 


At the close of the meeting, this morn- 


ing, the following statement was issued 
by the Chicago Clearing House associa- 
tion: 


"To the Public: Depositors 
of the 


Chicago National bank, the Home Sav- 
ings bank ,ind the Equitable Trust com- 
pany arc respectfully advised that their 
deposits will be paid in full upon de- 
mand." 


HISTORY OF THE BANKS. 


The Chicago National bank was or- 


ganized in November 1881 with an au- 
thorized capital of $500,000 which was in- 
creased to $500.000 in 1837 and $1,000,- 
000 in 1001. Its resources, according to 
the last statement filed with tho com- 
troller of the currency were $21,000,000, 
of which nearly $11,000,000 was in loans' 
and discounts with $4,000,000 of cash on 
hand. Tlie individual deposits are about 


action of last 
termination. 


It is declared by local financiers that 


Mr. Walsh has invested all the way from 
$5,000,000 to $15,000.000 in the quarries 
and the railroad. His great desire was 
to gain for the railroad an entrance Into 
Chicago, but in this he was not success- 
ful. During the last three years he has 
endeavored to sell the road to the Penn- 
sylvania company, but terms could net 
be agreed upon and the sale never could 
be put through. 


ASTOUNDED THE PUBLIC. 


To the public at large which was not 


acquainted with the magnitude of Mr. 
Walsh's enterprises, the news of the dif- 
ficulties surrounding his banks came as 
a tremendous surprise. Not a word of 
the difficulty had reached the public Sat- 
urday night and the first information 
was conveyed by extra edition,* of the 
morning papers. Two hours before the 
time for the opening of the bank, large 
crowds of people who had money in the 
Chicago National and the Home Savings 
Banks were gathered in front of the 
banks waiting for the doors to open so 
that they might withdraw their funds. 


PREPARED FOR THE RUN. 


Inside the bank ample provision had 


been made for the impending run, money 
was laid cut in large piles and additional 
clerks were stationed at the paying win- 
dows, and arrangements were'made in 
other partj of the bank to pay out the 
money as fast as it was called for. G. C. 
Johnson, a messenger for another bank, 
who had $10 in the Home Savings Bank 
was the first at the door and he held the 
head of the line when the doors were 
opened and the rush began at 10 o'clock. 
It was announced by Vice 
President 


Blount of the Chicago National Bank, 
that all demands would be paid as fast 
as they were made, both at the Chicago 
National bank and the Home 
Savings 


bank. 
The latter has the right under 


the state law to demand sixty days no- 
tice of withdrawal from all depositors, 
but it was decided not to invoke this 
rule, and to pay every account as soort 
as called for. 


WALSH IS SILENT. . 


Mr. Walsh kept to his home this morn- 


ing and declined to sec anybody. He hiui 
not been well for a number of days and 
neither yesterday nor today .would ho 
leave his room. Callers at his residence 
were referred to the bank for all infor- 
mation, and to the request for a state- 
ment, which was sent to him, Mr. Walsh 
sent back word: 


"I hare nothing to say. Any statement 


that is to be made, will come from the 
clearing house association." 


EXCITEMENT ALLAYED. 


The excitement over the suspension of 


the two banks had largely subsided by II 
o'clock, 'There .was no crowd around the

PROBABLE PAINC AVERTED.' 


CHICAGO, Dee. IS.—The .following 


statement concerning the failure of, the 
Chicago National bank, the Home Sav- 
ings bank and the Equitable Trust com- 
pany, was given out today by Comp- 
troller of the Currency Wm. M. Ridgely: 


'The action of the Chicago clearing 


house banks in coming to the aid of the 
Chicago National bank, the Home Savings 
bank and the Equitable Trust company 
has relieved a most critical 
situation, 


which, if.it hnd not been taken promptly 
in hand might have led to very serious 
consequences, n'of only in Chicago, but 
elsewhere. The action, o£ the clearing 
house banks makes it absolutely certain 
that ail the creditors of the three insti- 
tutions will receive their money immed- 
iately and should thus relieve any ap- 
prehension on the part of the public in 
regard to financial troubles in Chicago. 
The critical situation 
in which 
these 


three concerns have been placed has been 
due to the largo loans made to the rail- 
road, coal mining and other enterprises 
owned and controljed by Mr. John R.: 
Walsh. This again"emphasizes the dan-: 
ger of the managing officers of banks be- 
ing interested in outside institutions re-i 
quiring large amounts of money! 'Tho- 
comptroller's office has for some time 
been criticising the condition of the Chi ' 
cago National bank and calling upon its 
oflicers and directors to reduce 
the 


amount of these loans and the invest- 
ments in the bonds of Mr. Walsh's cor- 
porations. 


FINDS SERIOUS CONDITION. 


In spite of repeated promises that this 


should be done these items have been 
continued in the bank and in order to 
prevent further encroachments it was 
necessary for the comptroller to take 
radical action. The comptroller's office 
has for some time been endeavoring to 
make an examination of the Chicago Na- 
tional bank, simultaneously with an ex 
animation of the state institutions, bj 
the state bank examiner, but was no 
able to bring this about until a few days 
ago. The result of these examinations 
revealed such a serious condition that it 
was necessary to take immediate action 
The comptroller telephoned from WasI: 
ington instructing Bank Examiner Bos- 
worth to bring the matter at once to 
the attention of the clearing committee 
and-left for Chicago on the first train to 
be on hand to personally take whatevei 
action was necessary. On the arrival of 
the comptroller in Chicago, a conference 
was immediately held with the state au- 
thorities, and the clearing house commit- 
tee, which continued from 
10 o'clock 


Sunday morning until 5 o'clock Monday 
morning. In addition to the clearing 
house committee, representatives of all 
the clearing house banks were called in- 
to the conference about 7 o'clock Sunday 
evening. 
The comptroller feels that 


great credit is due not only to the clear- 
ing house committee, but to all the oth- 
er clearing house banks for the prompt, 
vigorous action and the broad minded 
spirit shown in meeting:

IMPORTANT LEGISLATION'. 


There are a number of important sub- 


jects coming up before the present con- 
gress and upon several of these the pres- 
ident has in Ms message laid stress and 
enforced his opinions with valid points 
and great ability and at the same time 
conscrvativcness. 


There is legislation to come on tho 


Panama canal and despite nil that hns 
been done, whether to be constructed 
upon the sea level or to be a lock canal, 
is not definitely decided. As to neces- 
sary means a sufficient appropriation 
will be made at once as the current sup- 
ply of funds is exhausted. A canal at 
the sea level means two locks in any 
ease, one at each end several years long- 
er in building, say the experts, and a con- 
siderable addition to the expense, and 
though the board of engineers compos- 
ed of engineers from foreign countries 
besides our own reported in favor of the 
sea level canal, yet the president and 
others of influence, favor the lock con- 
struction. 


Then coming is expected railroad rate 


legislation, and whether or not the pro- 
longed agitation 
!•< to result in meet- 


ing with the wishes of the president and 
most people, or result in the practical 
triumph of the great rail corporative in- 
fluence bauked by the strong support of 
able senators and a few 
congressmen, 


may lie said to be uncertain. 
Possibly 


a compromise may be secured that will, 
while on tiie face of it, looking well, yet 
in reality as does the Klkin* amendment, 
relieve the roads from a predicament in 
case of conviction. This compromise may 
result'in a measure that will still en- 
able the transportation corporations to 
do their wiM, though by more devious 
devices, or it may as some think, give 
a measure so fair and just, public opin- 
ion will compel its enactment into law. 
President l^oosevelt has more than once 
of late impressed his program as 
one 


that is not rato making, but rate con- 
trolling, in that some proper authority 
may succeed in securing for the great 
public, fairness in rates, 
freedom from 


all preferences to favored ones as to re- 
bates, discriminations, and secret ways 
by w'Mch rates have been juggled with. 
He wants absolute fairness to tho masses 
of the people and the people with him 
demand the same, and neither desire to 
take from the roads what justly belongs 
to them. Antitrust legislation is ncnes- 
Bary upon some effective, plan that will 
call to a halt and termination existing 
trusts and great combines that are slow- 
ly and effectually strangling legitimate 
businesses and manufacturers and com- 
mercial enterprises. The president deals 
ubly and spiritedly with these and other 
important subjects in his message and 
he voices the sentiment of the people. 


There is proposed legislation that will 


bring tho corporations into some effec- 
tive government control as to a proper 
publicity and n. form of license to those 
engaged in interstate trade or business, 
that will effectually place them under 
the control of the government, as man- 
ufacturers and dealers are now in tobac- 
co and liquors. This will naturally, that 
is anyway should include all insurance 
companies, fire and life both. It is not 
proposed government espionage at all, 
but government control that will enable 
the people to be the masters, and not the 
vitst, dominant corporative 
influence, 


honest administration of affairs secur- 
ing to all patrons fair 
handed justice 


and equity from the great public corpor- 
ations, excluding all possible methods of 
favoring one as against another, and fis 
to the insurance features, some method 
by which the juggling with the funds, 
nnd great sums made by complicity of 
o?ielals with outsiders, be prevented. 


Philippine tariff legislation may bo ex- 


pected, and this upon the linos of free 
trado for all products of tho islands en- 
toraif? the ports of the home country, 
tbcSigh the tobacco and sugar interests 
will strenuously resist this and demand 
exemption for their two products and a 
retention of not less than twenty-five 
per cent duty of the present tariff. In 
this proposed legislation will come tho 
debated question of extending to 1909 
the time in which tho coastwise law will 
tako effect. Other measures proposed ex- 
tend tho presidential term to six years, 
making them ineligible for reelection, and 
electing senators by the direct vote in- 
stead of a» now by,-state legislatures. 


There will also be a bill to enlarge the 
salaries of the president, members.pf the 
cabinet and may include bureau'chief s 
and ministers and more important con- 
sulates. 


There is proposed n thorough investi- 


gation of political contributions to the 
national committees of both parties; of 
canal expenditures; of the present meth- 
ods of government crop reports; terri- 
torial admissions; statehood bills; one 
requiring all corporations to make re- 
ports to the Garfleld bureau; to increase 
the powers of the interstate commerce 
lay, referred to previously, and as re- 
gards pensions and other matters. One 
proposed measure provides for a thor- 
ough examination of the subject of child 
labor, and as this only provides for an 
examination, it stands a good chance for 
passage. 
Immigration will also receive 


attention. There does not seem at pres- 
ent at lease any intention of tariff leg- 
islation at the hands of the only party 
which has the votes to bring such about. 
On this admittedly the party sentiment 
has not yet sufficiently crystalized and 
though a large number of Republicans 
especially in the west are favoring re- 
vision of the tariff and may make them- 
selves heard to an appreciable extent, 
yet the ideas of the. great party lead- 
ers will very likely control. It is admit- 
ted more or less Republicans prominent 
at the capitol really favor some tariff 
revision, but still will not take any con- 
spicuous part in bringing such about. 


The large, prepondering Republican 


majority will induce as it shoxild, all the 
more care no ill considered legislation 
shall be enacted. It should not bo for- 
gotten that the enormous majority of 
one congress, cnn readily be overturned 
in the next. These political tidal waves 
are no strangers so to speak, for there is 
for instance, Ohio, who two years ago 
elected a Republican governor by a plu- 
rality of 113,812, gave a Republican can- 
didate for the presidency a plurality of 
255,421 the following rear, and this last 
election in November elected a Democra- 
tic governor by between forty and fifty 
thousand and by the way the same can- 
didate on each occasion. 


Thus it will be wise, and it will be pru- 


dent for party leaders to seriously con- 
sider what they do.

It is all a quarrel in the govern- 
or's own faction in which the people at 
large have little interest. 


One administration senator is respon- 


sible for tho statement that "the gov 
enior after pleading for ten years to 
let the people do their own nominating 
by means of a primary election is now 
afraid to trust the people, for fear they 
may not choose Lenroot."

How to Make Coffee. The most im- 


portant point in making good coffee is 
to use the water at the first appearance 
of boiling. If it boils but a few minutes 
it parts with its gases, becomes Hat and 
hard, and will make but an imperfect 
infusion. 
Avoid, also, water that has 


been boiled and put aside on the stove 
and then reboiled at coffee-making time. 
See that tho tea kettle from which you 
take your cofTee water is thoroughly 
washed each morning, fdled with fresh 
cold water and brought quickly to near- 
ly tho boiling point. Put the coffee and 
chicory in the upper portion of: pot. al- 
lowing one heaping 
tabltspoonful 
of 


finely gro'und colTce and a teaspoon ful 
of chicory to each half pint of water. 
Pour over it quickly the water, put on 
tho lid so that the aroma may not es- 
cape, and as soon as the water drains 
through tho biggin 1111 it again, and so 
continue until you have 
the desired 


quantity. Serve immediately from the 
same pot. This cotTec must not be on the 
stove unless at the back part, where it 
can not boil. Serving cofToe is half the 
batUe. In winter have the cups heat- 
ed, till them half full with scalded milk 
and pour in the freshly made coffee. Do 
not .add cream if you value your health. 


Tea as it Should Be. 1'or making tea 


•use either a china or earthen pot. which 
you arc never to wash, but clean by 
scalding. Pour boiling water in the pot 
and stand it on the stove long enough to 
make sure it is heated through and 
through. Then pour it all off and put 
in the tea—one teaspoonfnl to each half 
pint of water to bo used. Xow put in the 
water, which should have just reached 
(the boil, take the 
teakettle 
off thu 


'nove, remove the lid, stand the teapot 
in the opening and lut it remain five or 
ix minntcs. Or send the put immejiatc- 


to the table and cover with a cozy 


»r ten minutes. It is best in instrnct- 


a servant to toll her to look into 


the teakettle when she thinks it is boil- 
ing to sec that the water is really bub- 
bling. The above method gives an excel- 
lent cupful of bright tea, but an added 
etep in tho process will give u still finer 
result. It is to wash the tea by pour- 
ing off the first .cupful of water instant- 
ly after adding it, then proceeding as 
above. This quick boiling water rinse 
carries off dust impurities and the tea, 
•when made, has as a consequence a finer 
bouquet. 


For the Housekeeper. Cut flowers will 


last much longer if n little carbonate of 
soda be added to the water in which they 
arc stood. 


After boiling fish iu a saucepan, to 


remove the unpleasant smell, iill with 
cold water, let it stand a short time, 
then rinse, and you will find the sauce- 
pan perfectly clean. 


To cleaja knives—Knives which arc 


Btained by vinegar or other acids should 
be rubbed with a alico of raw potato, 


> then dried, when they will polish easily. 


The handles may be :i!so freed 
from 


Btains by being rubbed with half a lem- 
on. 


To clean vases and glass water bot- 


tles und water jugs—well soak 
thorn 


with viuogar and salt, and 
then well 


rinse thorn in cold water. 


If articles of new and lacquered brass 


are cleaned from the beginning in the 


ordinary way, but with furniture cream 
instead of brass polish, they will retain 
their newness for years. The excellent 
results of this clean and simple treat- 
ment can not be realized unless tried. 


Candles and soap—It is not generally 


known that candles, as well a.s soap, last 
much longer by being exposed to the air 
for some time to harden before using. 


The Use of Salt. Salt is a very use- 


ful, though humble friend of the house- 
keeper, if she would but realize the fact. 
Damp salt will rub off the discolorations 
left in cups by the sediment of tea and 
cofTee. Salt will set the dyes of black 
aud colored articles, if a little be added 
to the water in which tli^se .are washed 
Salt, mixed with lemon juice, removes 
the stains of ink, tar or paint from the 
hands. Salt and water, applied to bas- 
ket and straw work, and 
nibbed in 


with a soft nail brush, is a most effec- 
tive cleansing agrnt. Brass ornaments 
may be kept bright by rubbing them oc- 
casionally with salt and vinegar. Salt 
thrown upon the grate will soon put out 
a fire in the chimney. Salt, when add- 
ed in proportion to whitewash, induces 
the latter to adhere firmly to any sur- 
face to which it may be applied.

ceeding was instituted before Judge Bel- 
den in the circuit court, by habeas cor- 
pus, to secure the release of Edwin G.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec.- 15.—Judge 


Brazee in the municipal court today de- 
cided that Charles F. Pfister was not 
guilty of larceny as bailee as charged 
in the indictment returned on August 4 
last by the grand jury. The decision was 
on a. motion to dismiss the defendant 
after fche state had rested its case. The 
motion to discharge was argued at 
length for a' day and a, half. 


The charge against-Mr. Pfister 
was 


that of larceny, aa bailee of $14,000 be- 
longing to the Wisconsin Rendering Co. 
He acted'as stakeholder in an effort to 
obtain a garbage contract in Milwaukee, 
$25-,000 being placed in his hands. It 
was charged that he did not account for 
$14,000 of this. 


A NATIONAL FIGURE. 


Mr. Pfister is one of the most promi- 


nent business men in Milwaukee. He is 
connected with varioas enterprises in- 
cluding a tannery, a bank, hotel and is 
the proprietor of the Milwaukee Senti- 
nel. Mr. Pfister is well known through- 
out, the country. He has figured very 
prominently in politics for many years 
and, was the leader of the so-called Stal- 
wart faction of the republican party of 
Wisconsin. The case against Mr. Pfis- 
ter was looked upon by many persons as 
an outgrowth of political strife. 


MR. PFISTER'S STATEMENT. 


Mr. Pfister had the following to say 


after his release: 


No one can comprehend tho feelings of 


a man falsely accused, sitting day after 
day in a criminal court, with the knowl- 
edge of innocence in his heart, with the 
olliccrs of a great state seeking to con- 
vict him in any event. There is nothing 
much I can say. Absolute proof of my 
innocence was easy of ascertainment had 
the district attorney cared to procure it. 


It may seem a small thing to them to 


indict and prosecute a man for an in- 
famous offense, but it is a terrible thing 
far an innocent man to be compelled to 
submit to it. 


I have nothing to say at this time as 


to the motives inspiring those who have 
sought to disgrace and ruin me. I have 
only to say further that I hape that no 
innocent man win ever be obliged to un- 
dergo the same ordeal. My indictment 
was false, cruel and inhuman; my pros- 
ecution worse.

MILWAUKEE, 
Dec. 15.—Richard 


Ilonry Dana of Boston in an address be- 
fore the National Civil Service Reform 
League this afternoon, spoke af "Presi- 
dential offices, the United States senate 
and tlio merit system." He said in 
part. 


"For three-quartera of a century the 


presidential officials have, in the main, 
been appointed at the dictation of sen- 
ators for political purposes. The officers 
consist of all postmasters with salaries 
of $1,000 a year or over, the foreign 
ministers and consuls, collectors of cus- 
toms and internal revenue, district at- 
torieys, Indian agents, and a few others. 
There are about 7,000 of them, 5,406 be- 
ing the higher postmasters. They form 
the great body,of the. ohiof .executive of- 
ficers of the country. With the excep- 
tion of cabinet officers, foreign, ambassa- 
dors and ministers, and possibly the dis- 
trict attorneys, the duties of these offi- 
cials are in no way political. There is 
not a Democratic way and a Republican 
way of assorting and delivering letters. 
Enforcing the internal revenue and tar- 
iff laws its a matter of honesty aad ca- 
pacity and not party opinion. 


ABUSE OF PUBLIC TRUST. 


"To use these positions for purposes 


of party organization in aid of the polit- 
ical ambitions of senators is not only 
an abuse of public trust, but, as it is 
hardly necessary to add, tends to politi- 
cal corruption and party despotism. 
Moreover, the public service ought to be 
a life career., with thesa higher positions 
as rewards gained by, and thus stimulat- 
ing, special merit and ability. Indeed, 
the evils of the present systems are so 
well known that the only question of to- 
day is as to the choice of remedy. The 
remedies proposed classify 
themselves 


into two kinds, one a personal one and 
the other institutional. The first is for 
the president,.single handed, to fight the 
senate, and the other is the establishing 
of definite methods of aiding t\ie presi- 
dent in making appointments.

Said Stalwart Leader Believe* Railroad* 


Sbould Grant This Coucesslon. 


MADISON, Dec. 15— Pliny Norcross, 


the stalwart leader in the assembly, is 
in favor of a 2-cent passenger rate on 
the railroads. 


He stated yesterday that he intend-

The school libraries have b.een Increased 
each, year very materially so that nearly evfeVy: 
school house holds a good working library of 
from 30 to 200 volumes. There is nothing In 
the schools at present that should be encour- 
aged as much as the district library, as it IB 
a source ot Instruction and pleasure to both 
pupils and patrons. The parents'however, do 
not maXe as much use of the library as they 
couia. 
In accordance with, the law the teachers and 
superintendent aided the town clerks in the 
selection of tHe. library books early in the 
year. "In my office I fcave reports from only 
three clerics showing that they have ordered 
the boooks. From inquiry'among the teachers 
I find that very few of the books have been 
delivered to the schools. Tbts is not as it 
should be. The books should be placed in the 
schools at the beginning of the school year so 
that the most can be made from them. A 
now library law goes Into effect Jan., 1906, 
which throws the entire burden of these books 
upon the county superintendent. The county 
treasurer withholds 10 cents for each child 
over four and tinder twenty years subject to 
the order of the county superintendent to be 
paid to the book company contracting with 
the commlitee when the b.ookK have been de- 
livered to tho town clerk. 
One state institute was held in July for ten 
days and several one day sessions were held 
In the different sections of the county. Much 
interest and attention was given at these 
meetings which will be ot i;reat benefit to the,' 
districts. 
: 
-; 
The fund for carrying on these institutes 
was received from the state treasurer and 
from the county institute fund. 
The county Institute fund was raised from 
the payment ot $1.00 from each applicant for 
a certificate. The last legislature abolished 
this and voted a new fund payable by the 
state treasurer, based upon the number of 
teachers Jn actual work during one time In 
the Racine county schools. This fund is to 
be paid to the superintendent and to be -ac- 
counted for to tbo state superintendent.,,Ra- 
cine county reported 105 teachers needed to 
kesp the schools in running order, and in Sep- 
tember the county superintendent received 
$99.44 from the state treasurer for the insti- 
tute fund, 
- 
Teachers' examinations were held In .De- 
cember, April and July in the different sec- 
tions of the county. Of the 142 applicants, 108 
received certificates. One high school dlplo- 
man. was signed and several transferals wa*- 
made to other counties. 
In connection with the December examina- 
tion for teachers, was held.'an. examination for 
diplomas for district schools; In the follow- 
ing April the continuation of this: diploma ex- 
amination was bold in 3.twelve ?<liiffiEirent dis- 
trict schools in the county. Of the'267 appli- 
cants 104 renewed dlplonf«0.r-"The superinten- 
dent made out the quost*qns .which were for- 
warded to a committee 6r"thtee' teachers ex- 
aminers In each of the twelve different dis- 
tricts. These teachers marXed the papers be- 
fore, leaving the school room'and forwarded 
to nie all papers having a mark of GO per cent 
or over. The superintendent then granted the 
diplomas upon the record shown. A large 
number of those who received diplomas are 
now enrolled in the various high schools In 
tho cpuntjt-. Thus the high schools are reach- 
ing out- into the country districts more*aad 
more each year. "Why not have township hleh 
schools in each township and keep the boys 
and girls home for at least four years longer? 
From, 'my annual report to the Btate-^ui^-i

The teachers, pu- 
pils, patrons and school officers' who have been 
Instrumental in securing these changes are 
to be- commended. However, there are schools 
which need much at Condition paid to their 
sanitary condition. Why a home In which five 
or six people dwell must be cleaned thorough- 
ly once or twice a year and n school house In 
which ton or more pupils llv« for at least six 
hours a day, from seven to nine months needs 
to bo cleaned only onco in a • number of years, 
I cannot explain.

youifg"and"do not stay in the district school 
as long as formerly. There is now in nearly 
every school In the county a new set of text 
books. The books are also very nearly uni- 
form throughout tho county, which IB quite 
s, factor-On Improvement. The greatest Jfac- 
cor In education Is la the teacher. It seems 
to me that there hns been a material improve- 
ment after having Inspected many schools in 
tbe improvement I saw same excellent work 
more mediocre and some which was a trav- 
esty on teaching. The better work Is 'dwe to 
better preparation. Many teachers have .at- 
tended tho institute and teachers' meetings 
held during the year. The attendance >at i tho? 
Institute Is practically compulsory, t believe 
It 'should' be. The teachers who canbol fail 
to decirei benefit from an Institute or a teach- 
ers' meeting IB either a numbskull or a drone. 
Our best teachers always appear at the-in- 
stltute and teachers' meetings regularly. .The 
taxpayers pay for the Institutes and teachers 
meetings -and tho teachers should be conipen- 
ed to avail themselves of the benefits. If tbo 
teachers are benefited tbe schools will be so 
school bpards should Insist that their teach- 
er attend the tenchors' meeting* and Insti- 
tutes. By doing so they can halp the super- 
intendent muoh and help themselves more. 
Should they be held on school days, school 
boards are urged to Klvc the teachers the 
time with full pay. There are some who 
think tearjfBrs should not be compelled to at- 
tend such meetings, as they are expensive. 
Teachers' wages should be such that they can 
afford to, go and patrons should Insist that 
thov do KQ. 
, . . 
There has been a substantial ralso In teach- 
ers' wages. The average for a female teach- 
er is now $3fi.7£ as against $33.41 a y«or ago 
and JS1.94 two years ago. Higher wages 
should be naid and higher qualifications and 
better service demanded. 
This will nut como until people come to 
look upon education, not as an .expense, but 
as an Investment. But the investment must 
be of some size in order to bring a return oC 
any slue 
You receive In proportion to what 
vou put 'in. While I am a thorough believer 
In better salaries for better work, I ana not In 
favor 
of an 
Indiscriminate 
increase. The 
teacher who does poor or indifferent work 
should be discharged. Money expanded for 
such a teacher Is worse than wasted even 
though she works for nearly nothjnff. 
The 
children aro frittering away time which will 
never return. 1 have urged many to go to 
summer school to better prepare themselves. 
I havu insisted that others attend Institute 
and have urged 'all of them to attend teachers' 
meetings. I have inspected them in their 
work and have made many suggestions and 
bavo helped many In thotr work. On the 
whole I am convinced that the increase in ef- 
ficiency has been more than commensurate 
with the increased salary. 
Last year tho supply of teachers was not 
enough to fill the positions, this year there 
were more than enough to fill all the places. 
There has been many more applicants who 
have been refused certificates. I havo tried to 
choBsf tho best e.. clout 
for the schools, 
though it is n tusk not tho easiest to fulfill. 
In many county boarda thoro Js-a committee 
on education to whom are referred all ques- 
tions relating to the schools and when the 
board moets they make recommendations. 
Thus the board is enabled to act more Intel- 
ligently and oxpedltlantly. I recommend that 
this body authorize the appointment of a 
standing committee to be known as a commit- 
tee on education.

der of horror has convulsed Russia. The

night and even men of the rank of Prof. 
Milukoff are in hiding from the police. 
The government evidently anticipates a 
battle royal and his made its disposi- 
tions accordingly. It fully understands 
that tho proletariat will give blow for 
blow in answer to the wholesale arrests. 


The workingmen's council and the lea- 


gue of leagues Saturday night issued a 
declaration of a general strike to begin 
immediately, and consequently by an im- 
perial ukase published yesterday morn- 
ing, all governers general, governors and 
prefects throughout the empire who are 
cut off by telegraph, are clothed with al- 
most dictatorial powers, being authoris-

CAN TERRORIZE POPULACE. 


As most of the provincial authorities 


are reactionary officials of the old re- 
gime, the advantage they will take of 
such power to terrorize the populace can 
be easily imagined, they being in a posi- 
tion to become petty tyrants and wage 
war each in tiis own particular fashion 
against the revolutionists. 


The NOVOQ Vremya was the only pa- 


per, with the exception of the 
Official 


Messenger, to appear yesterday and in 
the center of the first page was a half 
column of blank paper, showing where 
the censor had forbidden an article. The 
Novoe Vremya seceded from the publish- 
ers' union and was published under the 
protection of police and Cossn.cks. The

The editors of 


tho newspapers suspended for publishing 
the proletariat organization's manifesto, 
including the famous II. Hossen of tho 
Pravo, were, with the single exception of 
Prof. Milukoff, who managed to escape 
arrest, taken into custody. M. Souvorin, 
editor of the R.USS, furnished $5,000 bail 
and was released. 


In addition to the general strike, it is 


expected that tlie revolutionaries will 
have recourse to the old methods of 
fighting the government. 
It is stated 


that the terrorist organization held a 
meeting early yesterday morning.

Severn! Vacancies on Senate Committees— 


None on Interstate Commerce. 


"WASHINGTON, Dec. IS.—The 
ques- 


tion as to the assignments to be given 
Senator La Follette of Wisconsin, when 
he appears here to qualify for the office 
which he has announced he intends to 
fill, can not be determined until Mr. La- 
Pollette appears here and takes the oath 
of office. Nothing can be learned as to 
what disposition will be made of his case, 
but it is assumed that some vacancies 
will be left unfilled pending his appear- 
ance here. Of course it. is not known 
what committees Mr. La .Follette would 
particularly desire to serve on. It is as- 
sumed that he would like to be a mem- 
ber of the interstate commerce commit- 
tee because of his interest in railway rate 
matters. There is not a vacancy on that 
committee, and if there were it would 
be demanded by some senator older in 
service. 
Senator Millard of 
Nebraska 


has asked to be relieved from" service on 
that committee and the place has been 
assigned to Senator Crane of Massachu- 
setts. Mr. La Follette served on the 
ways and means committee the last term 
he was in the house. He probably would 
like a place on the finance committee, 
but of course that is impossible. Dur- 
ing two terms of his service in the house 
he was a member of the Indian affairs 
cominittee and it is possible he may be 
assigned to that committee, among oth- 
ers, when he arrives here.

agent, servant or contractor after the ser- 
vices shall have been rendered or the eon- 
tract entered Into nor shall tho compensation 
of any public officer be increased or dJnjin- 
shed during Uis torm of office." 


H is the only restriction placed upon in- 


creasing or diminishing the compensation of 
public officers and that does not affect your 
case for your succeeding term for the reason 
that it was not made during your term of 
office, even though, vnadp after you had been 
elected.

The leading Republican senators are 
trying to devise ways and means of sit- 
ting down on Roosevelt, and the Presi- 
dent is straining every nerve to stir up 
the people and force the Senate to re- 
spond to his wishes. If the Democratic 
leaders were wise generals they would 
not announce their intention to support 
a. Republican railway bill, as Mr. Will- 
iams did yesterday. They would get up 
a bill of their own, and make it a good 
one. 
Not being responsible, they should 


have no diffculty in agreeing to a tacti- 
cal move. When we get into a row, as 
we are pretty sure to do, let them come 
to the front with their bill and offer to 
save the day in the opinion of a great 
majority of the people. The Democrats 
have a golden opportunity, but I doubt 
if they are adroit enough to take advan- 
tage of it."

but while he is speaker Uncle Joe pro- 
poses to be the whole thing.

He also has issued his 
edict that if a railroad bill get through 
Congress it, must be a moderate one. 
Jncle Joe is hugely enjoying his thirty- 
first winter in the national capital.
